FORI) WOULD MAKE WATER POWER 
LIGHTEN LIFE’S LABORS 
What Henry Ford thinks about anything is of 
intérest. What he thinks is of especial interest 
now that the Senate is apt to follow the example 
of the House and vote Muscle Shoals to him. 
What Ford thinks about water power and its 
future use is of unusual interest to all the people 
of the world, and not the least to the people of 
the Tennessee Valley. 
In a general way it is known that power de­ 
velopment from water is one ©f the problems over 
which Ford has thought for years, and many are 
familiar with some of his expressions along that 
line. Most people remember that Ford said that 
if he got the Shoals that for 200 miles around 
them, he would send power. Some know that 
Ford has a super-power scheme which is quite as 
large a one as that of the "super-power" idea now 
being exploited by Senator Norris in his efforts to 
defeat the Ford bid. In an authorized interview 
appearing in the current issue of "The Nation’s 
Business” Mr. Ford says many things of encourge- 
ment as to water power development; much more 
encouraging by ¿he way, than anything Ford’s 
enemies have to say along the same line. Taken 
from the magazine referred to, some of Ford’s 
views on water power development are as fol­ 
lows; 
, 
< 
"There is sufficient potential water power 
in the country to light the cities and electrify 1 
to a considerable extent the railroads, but it 
is hardly possible to heat a big city like De­ 
troit entirely with electricity. It no doubt 
would be possible to reduce ¡the American coal 
bill one-third to one-half by using electricity 
generated by water power for lighting and 
power purposes. 
"We have in this country, some of the larg- 


streams that are navigable, but are not hav- 
igated. These same streams have potential 
water power that is something enormous. 
Besides these larger streams the United 
States is blessed with thousands upon thou­ 
sands of small streams that are going to waste 
for want of development. 
"We have thousands of mountain brooks 
rushing down the mountain sides. 
Besides 
these, we have the rivers of the plains. Dams 
can be placed across all of these, and they 
thus become mines fqr ‘white coal’ eternal 
and inexhaustible. After the first investment 
of constructing endurable dams, the cost of 
operation is Very litjtle. The cost of fuel, of 
light and of heat ma<B| from electricity gen­ 
erated by water power, will reduce the cost 


«en will 
tifhtuon 
atmosphere of industry. City tenements will 
no longer bound their lives. 
A chaage of 
work will always be possible in the outdoor 
months. There will be more wholesome con­ 
ditions of frmdy life. We shall approach in 
a degree tc i thought possible before the sane 
and satisfactory living conditions of the more 
contented previous generations.. In brief, 
water power touches every problem we have 
and will be a great element in the solution 
of them all.” 


COLONEL FORBES WELCOMES TRIAL; 
BUT DOES HE REALLY MEAN IT? 
Charles R. Forbes, formerly director of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, ur.der indictment for bribery 
and conspiracy in connection with the award of 
contracts for veterans’ hospitals, claims he is the 
vicitm of a "frame up” on the part of his political 
cnemise. He loudly voices the complaint that a 
conspiracy by powerful men has been entered into 
to ruin him, apd he says he welcomes the indic- 
ment so that he can tell all he knows in open 
court. 
Colonel Forbes says he welcomes an investiga- 
a fair«trial in court, about as much as a rabbit 
welcomes the baying of the hounds. He courts 
an open hearing with the same earnestness that 
the conductor of a freight train exhibits in trying 
to induce a tramp to get on and ride. 
Colonel Forbes says he welcome an investiga­ 
tion, but there are thousands of sick and wounded 
soldiers who are now, or have been, in hospitals,

An investigation of Forbes may confirm th* 
charge that he was at one time rated as a de-1 
garter from the army. It might embarrass him 
to have to explain why he approved the purchase 
land for a h o sp ita l site at Levermore, Califor- 
1 nía, in the face of advice from medical experts 
|fhat it was jíot nífitable. He may be able to offer 
xperi^teM mony to show that the site itself 
Was all right, but it will be difficult for him to 
explain why he allowed the expenditure of $105,- 
000 of money which the wounded veterans were 
flo sorely in need of, for that site’ which Wa* 
bought by private parties for $17,000 before be­ 
ing sold to the government for $105,000. 
Charles F. Cramer was counsel to the Veterans’ 
Bureau under th^ Forbes administration. 
Cr*-t 
mer engineered the California hospital site with 
Forbes' approval. When an investigation of the 
deal started, Cramer committed suicide. 
Per­ 
haps Colonel Forbes can explaip to his country­ 
men and to thé ex-service men, and the men in 
the government hospitals, when he gets into the 
courts, why Cramer committed suicide. 
There are many instances of "waste” in the 
handling qf the Veterans’ Bureau under Forbes 
which need explaining. 
For instance, no satis­ 
factory reason has yet been given for selling 
twenty-nine thousand good sheets for which fl!t 
government paid $1.17 each, to the Thompsdn- 
Kelly Company for 26 or 27 cents each. 
General John F. O’Ryan, counsel for the com. 
mittee which is investigating Colonel Forbdá* 
activities, says of Forbes, that he was "neither 
able nor honorable in the conduct of his office.” 
—Anniston Star.
